1. Call to Order: The meeting was called to order at 7:01 pm by Larry Bradley KK6QPE after it was determined 
that there was a quorum for conducting Club business.

a. Education and Training: John Primus AF6RJ did not have a report for this month. 

b. Pacificon: Julie WJ8MAH reported that we are in full force, Mike and Misa are doing an amazing job getting 
speakers and our vendors, the hotel is getting ready for us, so we are in full swing. Mike added not to forget Brian 
who has practically sold the place out in vendors. Julie thanked Cathi K3CJW for agreeing to be our volunteer 
coordinator. Cathi reminded Julie that she only volunteered for this year. There were no questions for Julie. 

c. Digital Media: Mike Patterson N6JGA reminded the board that we are going to be forced by Google to change 
our websites over to the new Google sites system. Mike said that this will force some changes on our websites and 
that he will make the change in the next six weeks.

j. Field Day: Larry KI6LNB reported that Field Day was successful and that all arrangements worked flawlessly. Dick 
WM6G is compiling the points for MDARC. Invoices for food that was purchased are still coming in and will be sent to 
Cathi in a single envelope. Charles supplied all of the necessary power from his Solar Trailer which saved us from 
purchasing power from the school. There were 4 operators, the Walnut Creek people did a Winlink demonstration, there 
were getting on the air classes held by Pete Harris and Jim Tittle which had 12 to 14 attendees each, 20 candidates were 
tested for license upgrades, 17 of which passed, Dick provided publicity for us and recorded attendees coming in, and 
there were no security issues. Larry stated that if there are no objections, he plans to approach the school to request use 
of their facilities for next year. Mike WOMEW added a thank you to Terry for the great spread of food. Mike N6JGA 
complemented Larry for a fantastically organized Field Day.

He noted that she has already made some very good suggestions and asked her 
to send them out to staff at groups.io. He asked Mike N6JGA to add her to staff@groups.io . Barbara stated that it needs 
to be decided whether it will be a one and done event or a series of events throughout the year and then what kinds of 
activities. She asked for feedback from everybody so that a decision can be made on the scope of activities. After a 
number of options were discussed, Larry decided that the decisions will be made during the August Board Meeting.

10.1 July 16, 2021 in-person meeting requirements of Our Savior Lutheran Church (OSLC), Board: Larry KK6QPE 
stated that he had recently signed a multitude of documents required by OSLC related mostly to COVID Virus related 
situations.

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One of the provisions related to their ability to place certain restrictions on any in-person meetings that we may have. 
Larry said that he had asked Lauren WA6CIE to contact them to see if, in fact, they have imposed any restrictions. He 
asked Lauren give a report on what he found. Lauren explained that they have formed a reopening committee which 
has decided that they will follow whatever rules the state and county have established. We are considered, by the 
committee, to be a smaller group so, aside from set up and take down, the things that we have to do are as follows 
ensure that at least two of the side glass doors are open during the meeting, we will probably have to unlock a chained 
second door in the back (if you’ re facing the back of the room, towards the parking lot), the door to the left will be 
unlocked and left open. We are not likely to have access to water or kitchen facilities due to work being done in that 
area over the next few months. This work may limit our space by 10 to 15%. The bathrooms should be available. For 
this month, the room has been set up and we should leave it as is.

The first point is that the hard copies need to be stored at single repository (probably at Roadies) and that 
the bylaws state that the Secretary is the keeper of the original documents. Mike W6MEW confirmed that there is a 
filing cabinet at Roadies. Digital copies would be stored on the Google drive. There was much discussion on what 
items to retain on the list. Larry KK6QPE said that, as a start we will go to Roadies to do an audit of the filing cabinet.

10.7 Technical Committee report regarding South Peak to North Peak repeater transfer: Cost projection.... energy 
cost, On hold: Jim K6SOE reported that he is still gathering information on alternatives and that it is a good thing to 
keep on hold. 


10.8 Updating MDARC By-Laws for grammatical and content considerations [on hold until membership can meet 
in-person]. 


11. New Business: 


11.1 HRO advertisements in the Carrier: Larry KK6QPE asked, what benefit there is, to MDARC, to continue to 
advertise for HRO in the Carrier, since the company is no longer in the area? It was concluded that Larry KK6QPE 
would contact HRO to discuss continuation of the ads and to find out what benefits they would offer MDARC in 
return for the ads. 


11.2 Holiday Banquet — need Chair, location discussion: Larry confirmed that we need a chairperson and will contact 
Misa to see if she still wants to do it this year. Mike N6JGA proposed that the 75" celebration and the banquet could 
be rolled into one by moving the banquet to a later time. The issue of location was discussed and the board decided to 


have it at Zio Fraedo’s on December 5".

Stations outside of California, worldwide, work stations in California only. 
The 58 counties of CA are the multipliers. California stations work all 
stations in or out of CA. The 50 US states and 8 Canadian call areas are the 
multipliers. Stations outside of Canada and the US add to one's QSO total 
but do not count as multipliers.
